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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE YEAR 
1926 


We shall always remember the past year for the double blow 
which befell the Museum within one week, in the month of 
March. 

On March 6, there passed away in his winter home, Mill Pond 
Plantation, Thomasville, Georgia, Jeptha Homer Wade, Presi- 
dent, Trustee, liberal benefactor, wise collector, sympathetic 
counselor, whose gifts were continuous as were his aid and 
encouragement in every wise effort to make the Museum in- 
creasingly useful. In the Bulletin for April our tribute has 
already been paid to Mr. Wade, but his loss remains the out- 
standing event of the year and must be recorded here. 

On March 12, Ralph Thrall King, First Vice President and 
Trustee, lover of prints and first curator of our Print Depart- 
ment, wise and helpful guide and friend, died at his new home 
on Euclid Avenue. The May Bulletin records our appreciation 
of his services and his friendliness; but no record of the year’s 
work can omit mention of his loss, and of its significance in the 
future of the Museum. 

The death of Earl W. Oglebay, a member of the Advisory 
Council for many years, occurred on June 23. He was always 
quick to help us in the matters which we brought to him for his 
advice and assistance. 

The loss of three men such as these in one year calls for still 
more loyal aid and support from those who earnestly desire 
that our loss should cause as little disturbance as possible in the 
constructive planning for the Museum’s growth and development. 

The Trustees elected John L. Severance to succeed Mr. Wade 
as President. William G. Mather was made First Vice Presi- 
dent, and D. Z. Norton and Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Second and 
Third Vice Presidents respectively. 

At the November meeting, Henry G. Dalton was elected a 
Trustee to fill one of the two vacancies on the Board. 

A reading of the departmental reports will indicate that we 
have made progress along many lines. The collections have 
received a number of very significant additions, particulars of 
which will be found in the curators’ reports. 
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The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust has again 
been generous, voting in December an extra grant for oper- 
ating expenses for 1927, as well as a substantial sum for the 
purchase of additions to the John Huntington Collection and 
a grant to cover the cost of needed building alterations and 
repairs. The building has now been in active operation eleven 
years and will require henceforth an increasing expenditure to 
keep it in perfect condition. It is probable that a good-sized 
share of any extra income available from the Huntington Trust 
will from now on be required for building repairs. 

These special grants have made it possible for the Board to 
approve a carefully restricted budget for 1927, which provides 
for moderate extensions, the amount being $242,920 or 1.7% 
more than the budget for 1926. 

In spite of this satisfactory settlement of the budget, the 
Museum faces the serious problem of finding a way to add 
$25,000 to current or endowment income during 1927. This 
means an addition to the amount of unrestricted endowment, 
or of endowment definitely available for operating expenses, of 
about $500,000. It is a difficult problem and one which must 
be solved very soon, if we are to prevent the necessity for cur- 
tailing activities. There are but two probable sources from 
which this additional income may be derived: an enlargement 
of endowment, or an increased income from membership. 
Every effort will be made in the coming year to better the in- 
come from each of these sources. 


THE TRUSTEES 
The severe losses met by the Board have already been referred 
to above. There have been eight meetings during the year, 
well attended despite the prolonged absences which take most 
members out of the city during the winter months and at times 
make it difficult to secure a quorum. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 
The Accessions Committee has held ten meetings, at which it 
considered many objects offered as gifts, or for purchase under 
appropriations made by the Board. The committee performs a 
service the value of which cannot be overestimated. Members 
have been increasingly faithful in attendance when not pre- 
vented by illness or by absence from the city. 
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THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 

The Finance Committee has again performed an indispensable 
service in approving investments for the various endowment 
funds. This entails a large measure of responsibility and con- 
stant watchfulness in protecting the interests of the Museum. 


THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 

It is important that further progress should be made during 
the coming year in adding to the fund at least $500,000 in 
order to bring the income of the Museum to a point which 
renders our natural development possible during the next few 
years. This important matter is in the hands of a special com- 
mittee consisting of William G. Mather, Edward B. Greene, 
Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., John Huntington Hord, and F. F. Prentiss. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 

There have been few changes in the membership of the Council. 
The death of Earl W. Oglebay is referred to elsewhere. Henry 
G. Dalton has been elected a Trustee, and Mrs. Ralph Thrall 
King is the only new councilor added during the year. 

The Council was called to attend two meetings at the 
Museum, at which resolutions were passed on the deaths of 
J. H. Wade and Ralph King. While other regular meetings 
were not necessary, individual councilors have been frequently 
called upon for advice and assistance, and the Trustees and 
Staff are grateful for their fine codperation. 


THE STAFF 
Fortunately there have been few changes in the Staff during the 
year. The most serious event was the withdrawal of Dr. Bailey 
as adviser and lecturer, due to the pressure of work at the 
School of Art. This in no way indicates any lessening of sympa- 
thetic relationship between the two institutions; but it has had 
a direct effect on the attendance records for lectures, as Dr. 
Bailey has always been most popular with the Museum audi- 
ences. We know that as heretofore his generous codperation 
can be counted upon in so far as his duties at the Art School will 
permit. 

Mrs. Louise M. Dunn was appointed Assistant Curator of 
Education, in charge of work with children. 

Miss Gertrude Underhill was appointed Assistant Curator, in 
charge of Textiles, in the Department of Decorative Arts. 
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Miss Prasse, Assistant Curator of Prints, left on April 27 for 
study abroad, returning on August Io, after visiting many of 
the important print collections in Europe. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ruggles left May 20 to visit England and the 
continent and returned September 20. 

Mr. Sizer, Curator of Prints and Drawings, and of Oriental 
Art, left August 12 for thirteen months’ study and travel in 
Europe and expects to return in September, 1927. 

Members of the Staff who have spent some time studying in 
this country or visiting museums are Mr. and Mrs. Howard and 
Miss Underhill. The Director has made trips to New York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia on Museum business. 

The bonus payments of June 30, totaling $6,700, were shared 
by 69 employees, of whom 24 had served six years or more 
and received the maximum payment. A fine spirit of goodwill 
and enthusiasm continues to characterize the whole organi- 
zation. 

TENTH ANNIVERSARY 
June 6 marked the tenth anniversary of the opening of the 
Museum. It had been planned to make this an important 
occasion, but the recent deaths of Mr. Wade and Mr. King 
made it impossible to put any spirit into preparations for an 
event in which they would have had so important a share, and 
it seemed wiser to defer the matter. 
MEMBERSHIP 
The membership report on page 47 indicates the efforts neces- 
sary to maintain the membership, not to speak of increasing it; 
so that the total of 5,168, showing a net gain of 186 for the year, 
is most favorable. It will be noted that the total receipts from 
membership sources were $51,505, of which $10,620 was added 
to the Membership Endowment Fund, now totaling $236,- 
567.60. 
ATTENDANCE 

During the year, 282,263 people were recorded as visitors, a 
slight increase over 1925. The number of those who come for 
the special events (lectures, recitals, etc.) was less, 85,927 as 
against 96,455 for 1925; but we realize that we must meet an 
increasingly keen competition from other lecture centers, from 
concerts and plays, and even from movies and the radio. Be- 
cause we believe that it is quality of service that really counts 
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rather than numbers, we have made this year an especial effort 
to give the public a higher quality of service than ever before, 
and have been rewarded by a larger number in classrooms and 
galleries, even though the number of those who come to be 
amused has somewhat decreased.

FINANCES 

The operating expenses are shown on page 85. All departments 
have again made earnest efforts toward economy, with the re- 
sult that the expenses were kept not only well within the budget 
but so well within the income available that we have not had to 
use the balances in the unrestricted Harkness and Ellenberger 
Funds. This fine result was, however, largely due to the fact 
that The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Institute made 
an extra grant of $10,000 to enable the Board to approve a 
budget in excess of the anticipated income. 

The Trust has again been most liberal and has voted an extra 
grant of $10,000 for operating expenses in 1927, in addition to 
the annual appropriation of $110,000. This extra grant is, how- 
ever, an emergency measure, given in expectation that con- 
tinued effort will be made to develop other sources of income 
before the end of the coming year. A substantial grant has also 
been voted which will enable the Board to make further pur- 
chases for the John Huntington Collection. 

The Hermon A. Kelley Art Library Fund was established in 
June as reported on page 24. 

The financial tables on page 87 will show those who are 
interested the sources of income and the approximate principal 
value of funds established with trust companies or held by the 
Museum. The comparative tables of income and expenses are 
on pages 88 and 89; and the table of income from the endow- 
ment and other restricted funds, on page 86. 


BEQUESTS 
No cash bequests have been received during the past year 
although it is known that increased provisions have been made 
for the Museum in several wills which have recently been re- 
written. The news of such evidence of approval is always 
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encouraging to those who are earnestly working to establish the 
Museum on a financial basis which will guard against possible 
future disaster. 

It is suggested that friends interested in the work of the 
Museum and anxious to see it carried forward progressively, 
should give serious consideration to making adequate provision 
by will for continuing their support of the Museum, or to 
providing for the extension of its usefulness through the estab- 
lishment of endowment funds, the income to be used at the 
discretion of the Trustees, or if desired for specified purposes. 

The Director or officers will be pleased to discuss with those 
who are preparing wills phases of the Museum work for which 
funds are especially needed. 

He who remembers the Museum by will gives his last endorse- 
ment to those who are carrying on the work; and the significance 
of such endorsement in the mind of the public can hardly, we 
believe, be overestimated. 


THE. COLLECTIONS 


A notable record of additions is made evident by reading the 
curators’ reports. Of these new accessions, 440 were added by 
purchase and 312 by gift. They indicate the care with which 
the policy of securing a few objects of real importance rather 
than a larger number of mediocre quality is being carried out. 
Already we have in certain fields objects which are of sufficient 
importance to justify a long journey to Cleveland. We have 
been gratified on many occasions by the enthusiasm of foreign 
visitors and their endorsement of the buying policy which had 
produced such results. 
EXHIBITIONS 


There were held twenty-five special exhibitions during the year, 
of which several began in the year preceding or carried over 
past the end of the year. 

Among the notable exhibits was one called ““A Comparative 
Exhibition of Art through the Ages,” in which were assembled 
in two galleries objects of all times and countries to form a 
lovely ensemble. It proved a most stimulating and beautiful 
exhibition. The idea was in a way repeated in the Wade and 
King Memorial Exhibitions, made up entirely of objects pre- 
sented by the Museum’s great benefactors, who died in March. 
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The May exhibition of work by Cleveland artists was success- 
ful in every way, resulting in the sale for local artists of 148 
works, aggregating $12,600 in value.

PUBLICATIONS 


The only publications for the year were the annual report and 
the Bulletin. The two handbooks issued in 1925 filled a real 
need. The sales of the Museum handbook indicate that a new 
edition will probably be necessary during 1927. 
EDUCATIONAL WORK 

Mr. Howard’s report on page 52 deserves a careful reading. 
It indicates the earnest thought which is being given to all the 
problems entrusted to this important department. 

We have enjoyed another year of pleasant association with 
the public school authorities, who have continued their cordial 
codperation. Miss Horton and Miss Malin have given their 
usual efficient service, and we believe we have progressed in 
our understanding of the problem before us. 

Another year without the much desired children’s museum 
has intensified the need for the new building. The problem has 
now become urgent, the growth of the print collections having 
developed to the practical limits of the present print room 
capacity. The classroom should be freed for its original use as 
a print room, and this can be accomplished only by providing 
room for the children’s work outside the Museum. It will be 
remembered that shortly before his death Mr. Wade signed a 
quit-claim deed to his reversionary rights to an ideal tract north 
of the Museum for the location of the children’s museum, 
giving this notable endorsement of the plan only after his usual 
careful study of the matter. 


THE LIBRARY 

Miss Sill’s report on page $9 indicates the significance of the 
service rendered by the Library, which has been developed 
under the difficulties incident to irregular appropriations for 
purchases. 
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A gift of $1,000 from Edward B. Greene made it possible to 
continue purchases, especially of books concerning the graphic 
arts. 

In June there was established The Hermon A. Kelley Art 
Library Fund amounting to $10,000, given by Mrs. Kelley 
and her sons, Alfred and Hayward, the income of which will be 
available for book purchases, commencing in 1927. 

In December a group of Trustees agreed to make annual gifts 
totaling over $3,000 for each of five years. 

These two funds, together with the income from the Eleanor 
Hilliard Memorial Fund, will for the first time give the Li- 
brarian an assured purchase fund for at least five years, per- 
mitting a careful buying program. 

A significant addition to the Library was the splendid work 
on Gilbert Stuart by Lawrence Park, former Curator of Early 
American Art in the Museum, manuscript for which Mr. Park 
had almost completed at the time of his untimely death. It is 
recognized by all critics as a definitive and scholarly work. 


THE PRINT CLUB 


The Print Club has continued its active service in developing 
the print collections and has also done much to further the 
appreciation of prints in the community. 

Three meetings were held for members and guests during the 
year 1926. Walter Pach spoke at the Museum on January 9g, 
Emil Fuchs gave a practical demonstration of etching on May 
18, and Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. Williams entertained the Club 
at Wade Park Manor on December 4, when Walter Pach 
addressed the Club. The meetings were well attended. 

During the year 145 prints and 13 drawings, costing $5,492.75, 
were purchased for presentation to the Museum, and $100 was 
donated for the purchase of reproductions for use in the Edu- 
cational Department. 

The income for the year was $7,276.12. 

The publication for the year was a color wood block print, 
“The High Level Bridge, Cleveland,” by Rudolph Ruzicka. 
Prints were available for distribution to members in October. 
The original design, the four wood blocks used in making this 
print, four proofs, and one finished color print were given to 
the Museum.

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During the year there were several changes in officers. 
Mr. Greene resigned as President and was elected Vice Presi- 
dent, Mr. Williams being elected President. Philip Hofer 
became Secretary and Assistant Treasurer in Mr. Sizer’s ab- 
sence but resigned upon leaving for New York, and N. Lawson 
Lewis was elected Secretary and Assistant Treasurer. 

The officers elected for the year 1927 are as follows: President, 
Lewis B. Williams; Vice Presidents, E. B. Greene and Woods 
King; Treasurer, Allen House; Secretary and Assistant Treas- 
urer, N. Lawson Lewis; Executive and Accessions Committee, 
L. B. Williams, E. B. Greene, Ralph M. Coe, Woods King, and 
N. L. Lewis. 

Twenty-six new members were elected in 1926, the enroll- 
ment at the end of the year being as follows:

THE FRIENDS OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
Early in the year there was brought together a group of those 
who desired to aid in building up the collections by uniting 
their gifts, in order that important purchases might be made, 
the first emphasis being upon filling notable gaps in the painting 
collections. Invitations were issued to those interested to join, 
under various classes, which vary with the amount contributed. 
John L. Severance is Chairman and Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., 
Vice Chairman. 

Two important paintings were first under consideration, one 
of them by Poussin. When it was reported to Mr. Wade that 
the annual subscriptions already totaled $14,000, he was so 
pleased that he decided, in appreciation of the interest shown, 
to present the Poussin personally. He thus freed the funds of 
the Friends for a more expensive painting by El Greco which 
he hoped might be acquired. The Poussin was Mr. Wade’s 
last gift, and his approval of the purchase of the El Greco was 
almost his last act for the Museum. 

Following Mr. Wade’s death it was decided to acquire the 
E] Greco as the first gift of the Friends and to present it as a 
memorial to Mr. Wade. An appeal was made for special gifts 
for this purpose, resulting in contributions amounting to 
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$13,550, the total of annual and special subscriptions being 
$29,750. 

The pledges now in hand are, however, $6,500 short of the 
cost of the El Greco;and interest is still being paid on this sum, 
which was borrowed pending further contributions. It is still 
hoped to secure additional contributions equal to this amount, 
in order that the regular annual pledges for 1927 to the Friends 
may be available in full for further purchases. Contributions 
toward the Wade Memorial may be made in any amount. The 
annual contributions to the Friends are grouped in four classes: 


Class A. Those pledging $1,000 per year for five years. 
Class B. Those pledging 500 per year for five years. 
Class C. Those pledging 250 per year for five years. 
Class D. Those pledging _100 per year for five years.

PARK IMPROVEMENTS 


During the year much progress has been made in the beautifica- 
tion of the park foreground to the Museum. Much of the rough 
grading and structural work has been finished and some trees 
and hedges planted. The terrace overlook at Euclid Avenue 
has been started, and the contract for the fountain sculptures 
and basin awarded to Chester Beach, who is now preparing the 
models. A competition is also under way among Cleveland 
sculptors for a sculptural decoration for the Euclid Avenue 
Terrace. 

The Museum is greatly indebted ‘to the Garden Club of 
Cleveland and especially to Mrs. John Sherwin, President, 
Mrs. Andrew Squire, Secretary, and to the Chairman, Mrs. 
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Thomas P. Howell, and the members of the Club Committee, 
for the fine enthusiasm which has made this splendid develop- 
ment possible. 

To City Manager Hopkins, and his associates, Messrs. Har- 
mon and Newman in the Park Department, we are indebted for 
the most perfect codperation; and to the following friends for 
the generous contributions which have provided all the archi- 
tectural features: 

Mrs. B. P. Bole, Mrs. E. B. Greene, Mrs. Leonard C. Hanna, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Sherwin, Estate of J. H. Wade, Mrs. Wind- 
sor T. White, and the following Museum Trustees: Messrs. 
E. B. Greene, L. C. Hanna, Jr., John H. Hord, Ralph King, 
Samuel Mather, William G. Mather, D. Z. Norton, F. F. 
Prentiss, and John L. Severance. 

The significance of this great codperative effort to beautify 
the foreground of the Museum, and of the other buildings soon 
to face on the Boulevard, is evidenced by the fact that the total 
cost will exceed $400,000, about half of which is contributed by 
private donors, and the balance by the City. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 


The Director continues as a Trustee of the American Federa- 
tion of Arts. He attended the annual convention in Washington 
in May and presided at one of the sessions. He also attended 
a meeting of the Board in New York in November, serving on a 
committee to suggest a plan for the reorganization of the 
Federation to provide facilities to meet its increased field of 
usefulness. 

He also attended the meetings of the Association of Art 
Museum Directors in Washington, which are always interesting 
and full of suggestions. 

The annual meeting of the American Association of Museums 
was held in New York in May and was attended by the Director 
and Mrs. Whiting, Mr. Howard, and Mr. Frary. The Director 
presided at the session held at the Metropolitan Museum, and 
Mr. Howard presided at the Educational round table dis- 
cussion. The Director remains Vice President, Councilor, and 
member of the Executive and Finance Committees; he has 
attended several meetings in New York during the year. The 
Association in October accepted the invitation of The Smith- 
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sonian Institution to return to Washington, and to occupy its 
former quarters, again offered free of rent there. 

These organizations are doing important service, each in its 
own field, and their extension and growth of influence will 
benefit the whole country. 


THE CLEVELAND CONFERENCE FOR 
EDUCATIONAL COOPERATION 


The Cleveland Conference for Educational Codperation con- 
tinues to call for a large portion of the Director’s time. The 
Conference has already made marked progress. The Museum 
of Natural History, following the plan recommended, has 
acquired land fronting on East Boulevard and Bellflower Road; 
the School of Art has secured an option on the opposite corner; 
and the University has acquired the land at the corner of Euclid 
Avenue and East Boulevard as a site for a library or audi- 
torium. 

Four of the functional committees have completed reports, 
which have been approved by the Conference and the Study 
Committee; and four other reports are nearing completion. 

The Cleveland Foundation has released part time services of 
its director, Carlton K. Matson, to permit him to serve as 
Executive Secretary of the Conference; and he has been most 
helpful in furthering the purposes of the Conference. 

Plans are under way for carrying into effect some phases of 
codperation but are momentarily in abeyance awaiting a grant 
from one of the New York foundations. 

The officers of the Conference have continued, the Director 
remaining as Secretary and member of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

COOPERATION 


In addition to the many informal conferences with staff 
members of other organizations, there have been certain more 
definite cases of service rendered or received. 

We have been particularly pleased that the teachers and 
pupils of The Cleveland School of Art and The Cleveland 
School of Architecture have made increased use of the Museum, 
working in the library, textile study room, print study room, 
and the galleries; the classroom has been especially opened for 
use of an Art School class on certain evenings when the Museum 
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is not usually open. The Art School again held its graduation 
exercises in the Museum Lecture Hall. The usual friendly re- 
lationship between the members of these staffs and ours has 
been maintained to the advantage of each organization. 

Mr. Quimby continued a course on the appreciation of 
music, open to students of any of our neighboring institutions 
but attended mainly by those from The Cleveland School of 
Education and The Cleveland Kindergarten-Primary Training 
School, for whom the course was specially planned. 

Mr. Quimby has continued, by direct engagement, his work 
as organist and choirmaster at Adelbert College, giving also a 
course on the appreciation of music, for credit during the first 
semester, which was repeated, not for credit, at the students’ 
request, in the second semester. 

The Director has continued to serve as a member of the City 
Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, as Chairman 
of the sub-committee on Medal Awards, and as a member of 
an Advisory Committee for The School of Applied Social 
Service; while Mr. Howard has served on the Board and on 
important committees of the Educational Extension Council. 

The Director has continued as a member of an Advisory 
Committee of The Carnegie Corporation of New York and of 
The American Academy in Rome, attending a meeting of the 
former group in New York in April. 

During the year loans were made to the following Museums: 

The Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, The Art Institute of 
Chicago, The San Francisco Museum of the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor, and the Pennsylvania Museum, Philadelphia. 

As usual the privileges of the Museum were offered to a 
number of conventions, while several meetings of teachers were 
held at the Museum. 

The Museum acted as host to Homer Saint-Gaudens, Direc- 
tor of the Carnegie Institute, and to the Jury for the Internation- 
al Exhibition, Messrs. Pierre Bonnard, Charles Sims, and Gio- 
vanni Romagnoli, on September 25 and 26, showing them the 
Museum and also a number of the private collections and the 
picturesque sections of industrial Cleveland. 

Richard F. S. Starr spent three months from March 20 as a 
volunteer worker in several departments, observing practical 
museum methods in anticipation of entering the museum field. 
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He did conscientious work and made rapid progress and has 
subsequently been engaged at the Fogg Museum of Harvard 
University. 

The Director and other staff members of the Museum give 
an increasing amount of their time to consultations with indi- 
viduals or groups, many of which are of no immediate benefit 
to the Museum. The scope of these calls is indicated by a few 
examples: 

Advice both at the Museum and elsewhere as to new build- 
ings, plans for which were in preparation. 

Suggestions as to suitable men to head the art departments 
of a college and a university. 

Response to several appeals for advice in finding directors or 
curators for other museums. 

A reorganization plan for a national organization. 

Aid in formulating plans for a local codperative movement 
uniting all the arts in a large city. 

There have been a number of important out-of-town visitors, 
several from over seas, who have required time which was well 
repaid by their appreciation and their constructive criticism. 

Many inquiries for advice on art matters are met by staff 
members, covering a wide range of subjects. These increase the 
value of the Museum in the community so that the time taken 
is well spent and brings many new friends. 


To the members of the Staff, and to other Museum employees, 
I wish to express my thanks and that of the Trustees, for the 
fine spirit they have shown, and for the devotion with which 
they have served the Museum throughout the year. 

And on behalf of the Staff may I extend to the Trustees and 
officers our united appreciation of their splendid support. I 
doubt whether any other similar group is so free as ours from 
the kind of well-intentioned interference from those in au- 
thority which so often makes good work difficult.

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DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 


M. Curator 


The year 1926 has been an important one in the development 
of the Painting Department. The permanent collection has 
received notable additions, and the work of the department 
has been supplemented by loans and special exhibitions. 

In December of last year the Friends of The Cleveland 
Museum of Art was organized. During 1926 fifty-four members 
joined this organization, and from the funds so acquired a 
well-known El Greco, “The Holy Family,” was purchased 
and presented by them as a memorial to the late J. H. Wade. 
This picture takes a prominent place in the field of Spanish 
painting, which hitherto has been quite inadequately repre- 
sented. In addition, just a few weeks before his death, Mr. 
Wade signified his wish to present the “Landscape with 
Nymphs and Satyrs,” by Nicolas Poussin, in appreciation 
of the loyalty of those who by joining the Friends of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art had shown their vital interest in 
the development of the Museum collections. This canvas by 
Poussin, painted fairly early in his career, was shown in the 
great exhibition of French landscapes held in the Petit Palais, 
Paris, during the spring of 1925. 

Another remarkable acquisition was a miniature by Isaac 
Oliver, purchased from the J. H. Wade Fund, a portrait of 
Sir Anthony Mildmay. This piece by the father of English 
miniature painting is one of his most beautifully preserved 
works; it is large in size, equalling in that and in quality the 
fine example in the South Kensington Museum. Ten small 
miniatures came as a gift from J. H. Wade, Jr., G. G. Wade, 
and Mrs. E. B. Greene. © 

Two important additions were made in the realm of modern 
French art: “The Portrait of Mademoiselle Violette H.,” by 
Odilon Redon, was added to the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection, 
while the “Orpheus” by the same artist was a gift from J. H. 
Wade. These two pastels by the great imaginative artist give 
the Cleveland Museum one of the finest representations of his 
work. 

Other additions were in the field of American art and in- 
clude a fine seascape by Jonas Lie, given by Mrs. Dudley S, 
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Blossom; “Woodland Interior,” by Emil Carlsen, added to 
the Dorothy Burnham Everett Collection by Mrs. Henry A. 
Everett; and “Apple Gatherers,” by Karl Anderson, a bequest of 
Ralph King. Two examples of the work of the late Maurice 
B. Prendergast were purchased from the Memorial Exhibition: 
“On the Beach No. 3,” an oil painting, was acquired for the 
Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection, and “May Day, Central 
Park,” a water color, was presented by J. H. Wade. A fine 
still life by Preston Dickinson came from the Sixth Annual 
Exhibition of Contemporary American Painting for the Hin- 
man B. Hurlbut Collection. “St. Servan,” by Frank N. Wilcox, 
was purchased from the Eighth Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen for the Hinman B. Hurlbut 
Collection, and a still life by Adam Lehr was accepted as a 
gift from Mrs. Adam Lehr. A number of water colors were 
acquired during the year, among them: “Men Milliners,” by 
Guy Pene du Bois, a gift of Ralph King; “French Alps,” by 
Rockwell Kent, and “The Reservoir,” by Randall Davey, both 
gifts of J. H. Wade. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett has repeated her many loans of 
American art, enabling us to represent more fully American 
painting of today. Through the courtesy of Duncan Phillips, 
“Building a Dam, Shetucket,” by J. Alden Weir, has been on 
exhibition. Four seventeenth century paintings by the Brothers 
Le Nain were lent by Salmon P. Halle. Dr. Max G. Luft lent 
a painting by T. Malezewski, “In the Garden.” There were 
many other loans, among them water colors lent for the water 
color exhibition. 

The painting galleries were re-hung many times, and a series 
of special exhibitions were held in Galleries [IX and X. Features 
of the year were the two memorial exhibitions for the artists 
Maurice B. Prendergast and George Wesley Bellows. Other 
special exhibitions were the Third Exhibition of Water Colors 
and Pastels and the important exhibition of Fifty Years of 
French Art. Twice during the year exhibitions were held to 
memorialize the splendid gifts of the two great donors to the 
Museum, J. H. Wade and Ralph T. King, who passed away 
during the year. Many of their gifts were paintings, and the 
exhibitions emphasized as nothing else could the large part 
their gifts had played in the forming of the Museum collections.

DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


The Eighth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen was held in May and passed for the fifth con- 
secutive year the record of the preceding year. The total 
number of items sold was one hundred and forty-eight for a 
total of $12,600. Again the improvement in quality was no- 
table and shows conclusively that by means of this exhibition 
the Museum is definitely raising the quality of Cleveland art 
as well as providing a market for it. The Sixth Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Painting included sixty paintings by 
leading painters of the country and thirty paintings by Cleve- 
land artists. Three exhibitions of work by Cleveland artists 
were circulated, one of water colors and two of oil paintings. 


DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


M. Curator 


The year 1926 marks another step in advance in the Decorative 
Arts Department. The accessions again are not great in num- 
ber, but in quality they rank with those of 1925, which were 
the most important up to that time. This growth has been 
made possible in part by purchase and in part by very generous 
gifts from a group of donors. 

Of first importance is a champlevé enamel reliquary, Valley 
of the Meuse, about 1150. This was purchased from the J. H. 
Wade Fund, and ranks with the really great things of Meuse 
workmanship. It was formerly in the well-known Chalandon 
Collection, Paris. Another remarkable medieval object is a 
small ivory plaque, which was made about 1100 and comes 
probably from the lower Rhine, given to the Museum by John 
L. Severance in memory of J. H. Wade. This beautiful object 
was formerly in the Pourtalés Collection and is well known to 
connoisseurs. It is peculiarly appropriate as a memorial gift 
because it exemplifies the type of objects in which Mr. Wade 
was particularly interested. 

Three other examples of fine craftsmanship of various periods 
were also added to the J. H. Wade Collection: a vanity mirror, 
French, sixteenth century, an example of rare technique, 
“émail en résille”; a silver-gilt cross, repoussé, of the fifteenth 
century, following in type the work of the Abruzzi goldsmith, 
Nicola da Guardiagrele, interesting not only as a fine example 
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of metal work but also as an important document in the 
history of Italian sculpture; and third, a reliquary or a chauffe- 
mains, Rhenish, twelfth century, in the form of a Romanesque 
edifice. In addition, for this same collection, two fine illumi- 
nated miniatures from ancient manuscripts were purchased 
and an unusually good example of a Merovingian sword. 

In the realm of furniture, a Louis XV caned chair was pur- 
chased from the Allen Fund; and two carved gilt mirrors of the 
late eighteenth century, from the J. H. Wade Fund. 

The M. A. Hanna Service medal and the preliminary models 
were presented to the Museum by Mahonri Young, the artist, 
through Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. These will be useful for a 
process case, which is to be installed in the near future. Bronze 
copies of the medal commemorating the “Tercentenary of the 
Purchase of Manhattan Island” were added to the Dudley P. 
Allen Collection by purchase; and two medals commemorating 
the “Gratitude of Belgium for the Generosity of America, 
1914,” and a plaquette, “Assistance Given to Belgian Orphans,” 
were given by the Commission for Relief in Belgium. 

A fine Frankenthal plate was presented by Max Littwitz. 

Three additions to the sculpture collection were by Cleveland 
sculptors: two “Russian Dancers,” by Alexander Blazys, were 
purchased for the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection; and “Christ,” 
a recent work of Max Kalish’s, was presented anonymously 
through The Korner & Wood Company. 

Loans in this section comprised a group of Bourdelle, Rodin, 
and Troubetzkoy from Salmon P. Halle; a bust by Daniel 
Chester French was lent by Ambrose Swasey. Interest in 
sculpture was accentuated by a special exhibition in wood by 
Alec Miller and a group of sculpture by Aristide Maillol, 
lent by A. C. Goodyear of Buffalo, New York. 

Mr. and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna, Jr. again lent the import- 
ant tapestry, “The Brook.” 

A further opportunity was given to view the work of modern 
artists and craftsmen through an exhibition of selected objects 
from the International Exposition of Modern Decorative and 
Industrial Art, held jn Paris in 1925.

THE TEXTILE COLLECTION 
GerTRUDE UNDERHILL, Assistant Curator in Charge of Textiles 

During the year 1926 the Textile Collection was enriched by 
a series of accessions, sixty-seven pieces in all. Though the 
actual number is less than that of the previous year, the rarity 
of some pieces makes them of prime importance. A seventeenth 
century Persian carpet (a so-called Polish rug) and a group of 
Persian brocades of the seventeenth century have greatly en- 
hanced the Near East section of the J. H. Wade Collection. 
Other additions were four East Indian textiles, gifts of Amanda 
K. Coomaraswamy, Kenneth de B. Codrington, and Dr. Henry 
L. Sanford; and a cashmere shawl of the early nineteenth 
century, from members of the Burridge family. 

Twenty-two Egyptian Coptic medallions and woven strips 
are a valuable addition in a field not hitherto adequately 
represented in the Museum collection. These were the gift of 
George D. Pratt of New York City. Other ancient textiles of 
rare quality are seven pieces of Italian and Spanish provenance 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. Five were a purchase 
from the J. H. Wade Fund and two were gifts. Of the latter, 
one, a fine piece of crimson brocade, was given by Mrs. Mary B. 
Otis; and the other, a fragment of Lucchese velvet of the fif- 
teenth century, by Adolph Loewi of Venice. 

Twelve Greek Island embroideries, seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth century pieces, have reinforced the group of peasant 
arts. Two Italian rugs from Terra di Lavoro in the Campania, 
are interesting survivals from the past. All of these are pur- 
chases from the J. H. Wade Fund. A Dalmatian cap is the 
gift of Mrs. F. C. Spencer. 

From the Paris Exposition of 1925 were purchased eight 
modern textiles, four of them silk brocades and four, printed 
linens. Two American embroideries, gifts of Miss Florence M. 
Kimberly and E. F. Brown, and an American dress of 1800, a 
gift of Miss Caroline Coit, complete the accessions for the year. 

Four special exhibitions were hung in the Textile Study Room 
during the year: East Indian brocades, prints, and cashmeres 
from January first to the beginning of April; a spring exhibition 
of peasant art from Poland and other European countries; 
the Wade laces during the summer months; and finally the im- 
portant Coptic textiles given by Mr. Pratt, on exhibition with 
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others of similar nature for the months of November and 
December. 

The Textile Collection has been used to a greater extent than 
ever before, and many lectures have been given on textiles 
to clubs, and to classes from the College for Women. Groups 
from The Cleveland School of Art and other schools of the city 
have come with increasing frequency for intensive study and 
work on textiles. 


DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 


THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


A varied and interesting group of objects has come to 
this department during the past twelve months, both through 
gift and through purchase. The late J. H. Wade added a small 
and serene-looking bronze head of Buddha of the fifteenth 
century to the two Siamese bronzes of the same period which 
he presented a year ago. From the same source came an early 
Chinese terra cotta tile representing a stylized dragon; and as 
a purchase from the Allen Fund, two terra cotta tiles of the 
North Wei Dynasty showing, in relief, the figure of a woman. 
To the group of eleven Chinese mirrors which were purchased for 
the John Huntington Collection in 1915 and the one well-known 
mirror of geometric design, the gift a few years later of Wor- 
cester R. Warner, twoimportant additions have been made for the 
Dudley P. Allen Collection. One of these is an exceptionally fine 
mirror of “grape” and animal motive; and the other is geometric, 
with two stealthy, fantastic beasts creeping around its borders. 
Chinese animal sculpture and bas-relief is extremely stimu- 
lating at its best. One of the outstanding gifts of the year was 
a small fragment of a Chinese fresco—and few are to be seen 
in either American or European museums—illustrated oppo- 
site page 15, representing Buddha in the preaching attitude, a 
gift of John L. Severance. Much has been written about the 
rhythmic quality in Chinese art, and certainly the drawing of 
the folds of the deity’s loose white robe is not only an excellent 
but a very beautiful example. Other gifts were an Indian jade- 
handled knife from R. J. Umbstaetter and four highly desirable 
pieces of Indian textile from various sources. The latter, to- 
gether with Mr. Wade’s gift of five extraordinarily fine pieces 
of Persian brocade, are noted at greater length in the report

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of the Textile Department. A beautiful so-called Polish car- 
pet in an unusual state of preservation was acquired by pur- 
chase from the J. H. Wade Fund. 

As for loans, the department has been fortunate in exhibiting 
many objects which belong to Worcester R. Warner and many 
which belonged to the late Ralph King, as well as a number 
of Japanese prints from E. L. Whittemore’s rich collection. 

The Guehbri pottery bowl and two Persian textiles belonging 
to the Museum were exhibited in the Loan Exhibition of 
Persian Art at the Pennsylvania Museum in Philadelphia. 

Changes in the three Oriental galleries have been too numer- 
ous to record in these pages. There were many objects from 
the Near and Far East in the interesting experiment held last 
January in Gallery IX: in this exhibition objects of fine quality 
were shown together irrespective of date or provenance. The 
department was well represented, also, in the J. H. Wade and 
Ralph King Memorial Exhibitions, heldin Galleries IX and X. 

Non-Oriental, although at times surprisingly close in feeling 
to Oriental art, pre-Columbian art of the American continents 
has been placed, for the time being, in the care of this depart- 
ment. A selection of early Mexican, Peruvian, and Colombian 
material has been exhibited for the past six months in a case 
in the lobby near the north entrance. Too little attention has 
been paid by art museums to the aesthetic side of this highly 
interesting archaeological field. 

The extent of the influence of the art of the East, particularly 
that of Persia, China, and Japan, was surprisingly evident in 
the great Decorative Arts Exposition held at Paris a year ago. 
It is hoped that the Museum’s Oriental Collection will be not 
only a delight to the public, but a source of real inspiration to 
the artist, the designer, and the craftsman. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


TuHEoporeE Sizer, Curator 


The past year will always be remembered as one of sorrow by 
this department, for in March it lost its best friend, Ralph 
King. It was he who created the department, who served as 
its first curator, and who not only continuously lavished gifts 
upon it, but also inspired others to follow his example. He 
was at all times near at hand for sympathetic counsel and 
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expert guidance, and it was he who conceived and founded the 
Print Club. Some indication of the extent of the material aid 
and practical advice given by the late vice president may be 
had from the pages of the Bulletin for May last, though only 
those close to him can ever know of the time, thought, and 
energy that he put into the problems of creating a great public 
print collection. Mr. King’s last gifts to the Museum were 
prints by such modern masters as Toulouse-Lautrec, Derain, 
Matisse, and Redon. Since Mr. King’s death Mrs. King has 
presented the Museum with further examples of the work of 
the French graphic masters, Fragonard, Redon, Gavarni, 
Manet, Steinlen, Lautrec, Cezanne, and Matisse, besides a 
lithograph by the contemporary English painter, Augustus 
John. To this list should be added an imposing array of Rem- 
brandt etchings, eighteen in all, which have recently come as a 
bequest of Ralph King. These prints form one of the most 
important groups yet to come to the Museum. It includes 
portraits, such as ““The Great Jewish Bride” and “Rembrandt’s 
Mother”; landscapes, such as “A View of Amsterdam” and 
“A Clump of Trees with a Vista’’; scriptural subjects, such as 
the famous “Three Crosses,” illustrated opposite page 14; and 
genre; in all, a choice selection from the greatest graphic 
master’s broad field. 

The Print Club presented a complete set of Diirer’s large 
woodcuts, “The Great Passion,” in memory of Mr. King, be- 
sides an interesting assortment of prints, 44 in number, ranging 
from little-known, anonymous German woodcuts of the fifteenth 
century to prize etchings from the Annual Cleveland Artists’ 
Exhibition. The Club, and its individual members, who have 
contributed 144 prints and 14 drawings, continue to be the 
greatest source of inspiration, and of aid in building up the 
collection. Without their active and enthusiastic codperation, 
the department’s growth might easily come to a standstill. 
The Club, besides holding its usual series of talks, mentioned 
in the Director’s report, published a color wood block print, 
illustrated opposite page 24, by Rudolph Ruzicka of New York, 
and a lithograph by the local artist, Paul B. Travis, for free 
distribution among its members. 

Other gifts to the department were examples of the work of

Keller, given by the artists in question; three characteristic 
contemporary Czecho-Slovak prints from Dr. Henry J. John; 
fourteen etchings from Edward B. Greene; two lithographs by 
Daumier from Leonard C. Hanna, Jr.; two lithographs by 
Jean Veber from Frank S. Lahm; and a colored lithograph by 
Toulouse-Lautrec from John F. Kraushaar of New York, in 
memory of Ralph King. From Mrs. Frederick Merrick came 
two mezzotints and one engraving; and from Mrs. E. A. 
Boynton, five British engravings of the eighteenth century, in 
memory of the late Judge W. W. Boynton. 

Purchases include a little group of exceptionally fine Schon- 
gauers, secured by the Curator in Europe; and important 
examples of the work of Mantegna and his school, of van 
Meckenem, Lucas Cranach, and many lesser lights, down to 
and including such modern masters as Muirhead Bone. All 
of these were added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection. 

As a reading of any of the published annual reports will 
show, the department is most anxious to build up a repre- 
sentative collection of drawings. This is slow work, but we 
have been fortunate in the last few years. The distinguished 
wash drawing by the eighteenth century French painter, Hubert 
Robert, a gift of Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., illustrated opposite 
page 41, forms an important and happy addition to the collec- 
tion. The Print Club, although concerned with prints and not 
with drawings, nevertheless purchased and presented four 
prize drawings from the May Exhibition, being assured of the 
encouragement that this would give. In addition, the Print 
Club gave the Museum two drawings by Aristide Maillol 
and Andre Derain, purchased from the Exhibition of Fifty 
Years of French Art, held at the Museum in November. 
Artists have greatly aided the department by contributing 
examples of their work. Paul B. Travis, Mahonri Young 
(through Leonard C. Hanna, Jr.), A. K. Coomaraswamy, 
Keeper of Indian Art at The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
and J. H. Donahey (through Paul E. Wilson), have all helped 
in this direction. A sensitive sketch by Alphonse Legros came 
from the King Bequest, and drawings by Forain, Steinlen, 
and du Bois from Mrs. Ralph King. By purchase there was 
added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection a study by Palma the 
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Younger, two charming sketches by Constantine Guys, and a 
characteristic pencil study by Puvis de Chavannes. Great im- 
portance has always been attached by the department to the 
collection of reproductions of Old Master drawings, which has 
been constantly built up, catalogued, and indexed during the 
past four years. Reproductions, both of prints and drawings, 
must inevitably form the mainstay of an American graphic 
collection. 

Although statistics can be marshalled to prove almost any 
point, still it is interesting for comparative purposes to note 
that in 1922, 508 prints were added to the collection; 495 in 
1923; 732 in 1924; $67 in 1925, and 205 during the past year. 
These last were divided among the following nationalities: 
Italian, 6; German, 43; Dutch, 31; French, 43; British, 15; 
American, §7; Czecho-Slovak, 3; and Finnish, 7. During 1926, 
34 drawings have been added, as compared with 22 in 1925, 
besides a quantity of posters, cancelled copper plates, wood 
blocks, and technical apparatus. 

Of exhibitions there have been many, a complete list of 
which will be found on page 75, the showing of prints and 
drawings included in the important King Memorial Exhibition 
being perhaps the most outstanding. Diversity of provenance, 
subject interest, and technical means have been stressed during 
the past year as formerly. The Print Gallery (XI) has at all 
times been hung with a representative selection of recognized 
masterpieces of the five centuries of graphic work; the framed 
prints are divided into groups by centuries to make com- 
parison easier. Thus at any time the visitor is aided in gaining 
a comprehensive picture of the graphic arts from the early 
beginnings in the fifteenth century, down to the work of con- 
temporary artists. Large and easily understandable printed 
labels have been prepared to cover this constantly changing, 
but permanent exhibition; and these labels with the series of 
technical cases hung in the corridor leading to the Print Room 
on the ground floor, should help to make the subject of prints 
at least intelligible, if not interesting, to the layman.

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DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL ART

The year has placed the collections of vases and terra cottas 
on a footing of high quality. Five of the vases, including a 
remarkably perfect black-figured amphora, were purchased for 
the Wade Collection. A fine red-figured fragment was added 
to the Allen Collection. The first purchase for the Ellenberger 
Collection was a handsome red-figured krater, as fine as any 
vase in the department. 

The eight terra cottas purchased for the‘Wade Collection in- 
clude two delightful figurines of the Tanagra type, a dignified 
little Demeter of the age of Perikles, and five heads and figur- 
ines of distinguished Ionic flavor, archaic of course. Two 
amusing architectural ornaments representing satyrs’ heads, 
one of excellent classical workmanship and the other archaic, 
jolly, and wicked of mouth, were added to the Harkness 
Collection. 

The single bronze, a gift of J. H. Wade, is worthy to stand 
alone. It is a Corinthian helmet, of beautiful shape, inlaid with 
silver, such armor as might have been worn at Thermopylae. 
It is chased above the nosepiece with a picture of two opposed 
warriors. 

One of the last gifts from Mr. Wade to the Museum was a 
marble head of Aphrodite. It is of the type of the famous 
Capitoline Venus; that is, both were copied from the same great 
Greek original of the fourth century B. C. The Cleveland head 
is no less beautiful than that of the Capitoline statue. 

A rearing goat, only the head and neck left physically, but all 
of the beast spiritually present in the action, enters as a gift 
from L. C. Hanna, Jr. It is archaic Greek sculpture in lime- 
stone, excellent enough to raise the level of the collection. 


DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Artuur W. Quimsy, Curator 


To experiment is always exciting. One may win or one may 
lose, but there is always zest in it. Eventually, however, the 
day of the experiment is over, and then comes the far harder 
problem of keeping fresh interest in that which has already 
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begun to be settled. With the novelty gone one has to be 
constantly broadening out into new fields to keep up the 
attractiveness of that which before needed nothing more than 
to be an experiment. 

Something like this has been happening in the Music De- 
partment. Until recently music in the Museum was largely 
experimental. At first the very idea of recognizing music as 
worthy of being placed alongside the other arts was an experi- 
ment. Gradually, however, the idea was accepted. Then came 
the problems of procedure—what type of music should be 
given, how it should be presented. Thanks to the wise leader- 
ship of the former curators, Thomas Whitney Surette, Donald 
Tweedy, and Douglas Moore, there have been worked out 
these general policies: first, that only music on a plane with 
the other arts in the Museum should be given; second, that 
the programs should be arranged not to compete with existing 
musical organizations but to give to the people of Cleveland 
music which they would otherwise not be able to hear; and 
third, that these programs should be accompanied by ex- 
planatory talks or notes that they may result not only in 
pleasure but in intelligent appreciation. 

These policies have been and are being consistently followed. 
Under them three general lines of activity have been worked 
out: the lecture or recital, the organ program, and the work 
with children. Each one of these is crystallizing into a form of 
its own and, as it does so, already begins to feel the need of 
new stimuli. Let us look at each one separately. 

During the spring months the third Fridays of each month 
were devoted alternately to string quartets of a historical 
nature, and to lectures by such men as Howard Hanson, direc- 
tor of the Eastman School of Music, and Paul Rosenfeld, 
author, lecturer, and critic. Let it be said in passing that the 
lecture about music is never so well attended as music itself, 
and this is perhaps as it should be. In the fall a new series was 
begun during which all the chamber music of Johannes Brahms 
will eventually be performed; and a program of flute music 
was given by George Barrére, assisted by Arthur Loesser. 
The single event looking away from this more or less estab- 
lished form of procedure was that on December 17, when there 
was given in the Garden Court, music of Christmas Eve in 
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seventeenth century France. The choir of St. Ann’s Church 
did part of this program; and it was so effective that it pointed 
the way very surely to another line of development, i. e., more 
a cappella choral music. 

On Sunday afternoons illustrated talks were given twice a 
month until May, one group by the Curator, the other by such 
lecturers as Ratan Devi, George Smith, and Arthur Shepherd. 
Commencing in November, Sunday music events have been 
reduced to one a month; the first was given by Douglas Moore; 
the second, devoted to a production of “The Nativity” by the 
classes for members’ children. 

The second method of presentation, that involving the use 
of the McMyler organ, has likewise had its established aspects 
and its experiments. The idea of having half hour programs of 
organ music after the lectures on Sunday afternoon was con- 
tinued from the previous season. The same program is given 
every Sunday in each month, thereby making it possible to 
rehear the music. This is the nearest approach to the revisiting 
of a gallery-hung picture, for instance, which is so important 
in one’s ultimate understanding of it. These programs were 
given every Sunday except during July and August. Wednes- 
day evening recitals were given bimonthly except in July, 
August, and September, when there was only one a month. 
Out-of-town organists were Lynnwood Farnam, who gave 
three historical recitals, and Abel Decaux. Edwin Arthur 
Kraft and Henry F. Anderson gave the summer recitals, the 
rest being given by the Curator. The scope of these Wednesday 
evening events was considerably broadened, however, by the 
introduction of chorus singing, always especially effective with 
the organ. The choir of the First Baptist Church gave Verdi’s 
“Requiem” and Horatio Parker’s “Hora Novissima” as well 
as assisting in the annual Bach recital. Chorus with organ 
points the way then to another development in coming seasons. 

Saturday morning classes in music for members’ children 
were carried on as before, Miss Mary Sanders acting as assist- 
ant. The Music Department also codperated in the Saturday 
afternoon entertainments for children. 

The second half year course for teachers was given for The 
Kindergarten-Primary Training School and for The School of 
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Education. The latter group came only for the illustrations, 
having done the preparatory work at school. 

The Curator spoke before the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
of Prospect School, East Cleveland, and the Parent-Teachers’ 
Association of Rozelle School. 

The work of the department has to a large extent, then, 
settled itself along more or less definite lines. But at the same 
time there is a constant searching for new material and new 
means of presentation. The department looks forward to the 
time when the existing media of presentation may be increased 
by such instruments as the clavichord and the harpsichord, 
to be used not for exhibition purposes but for presenting music 
originally intended for such instruments. A beginning was 
made this past year when Mrs. W. E. Marsh presented the 
department with a melodeon. The possession of such instru- 
ments as the clavichord and the harpsichord would open up a 
most fascinating field of music, one peculiarly fitting for 
museum purposes.

MEMBERSHIP DEPARTMENT 


Any organization having a large membership is of necessity 
burdened with an amount of routine work that is not suspected 
by those unfamiliar with it. Keeping records, making out and 
mailing monthly bills, handling moneys, searching out the 
whereabouts of members who have moved without giving 
change of address, carrying on correspondence,—these and 
countless other details necessitate a clerical organization such 
as a business concern with an equal number of clients would 
be compelled to maintain. An item so apparently insignificant 
as mailing duplicate bills to those in arrears requires many 
days of clerical work each month, to say nothing of the cost 
of postage and stationery. 

In addition to the purely business routine, the Membership 
Department maintains all relations with members, mailing 
the monthly Bulletin, weekly postcards, and invitations to 
receptions. Except for the actual work of teaching, the Satur- 
day morning classes for members’ children are managed by this 
department, which keeps attendance records, maintains over- 
sight of the children while in the Museum, and handles numer- 
ous administrative details. 

The most serious problem, one involving much expense, 
is the replacement of losses to the Museum membership which 
occur through death, resignation, removal from the city, and 
non-payment of dues. Solicitors must be employed, and 
clerical work carried on as in any sales organization; for only 
in this way can the membership be maintained and built up, 

and the needed income secured. Comparison of the Museum’s 
membership statistics with those of other organizations shows 
that the Museum’s percentage of loss is about average. Each 
case is carefully investigated before a cancellation is made, 
with the aim of avoiding unnecessary losses. 

A large membership is absolutely essential, not only because 
of the income which is realized from it, but because it provides 
the most effective means of spreading the influence of the 
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Museum and accomplishing the results for which it was created 
and is maintained. 

Through this department $51,505.00 was received during 
the past year, $10,620.00 of which was credited to the Member- 
ship Endowment Fund. Only the income from this fund may 
be expended, the principal being held in perpetuity as a source 
of revenue. This fund now amounts to $236,567.60, and is 
being constantly increased, as all dues from memberships above 
the Sustaining class are added to it. The total collections were 
slightly less than during 1925, because the final payments of 
many fellowships were made during that year; but other classes 
of membership have shown a decided increase. 

During the year, g15 new members were secured, but owing 
to losses from various causes, a net gain of only 186 was made. 
Many members have transferred to higher classes during the 
year, thus increasing their contributions, and affording gratify- 
ing evidence of increased interest in the work which is being 
done. 

Three receptions for members were held during the year: at 
the openings of the May Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen, of the June Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Painting, and of the fall Exhibition of French Art 
of the Past Fifty Years and Sculpture by Aristide Maillol. 


PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT 


Publicity has become an essential factor today in carrying on 
any organization that forms contacts with the public. So 
many counter-attractions clamor for attention that even an 
institution like the Museum must keep itself and its work 
constantly before the public if it is to command continued 
interest in the work which it carries on for that public’s benefit. 
Moreover the day is past when a Museum can exist as a 
mere storehouse; it must be of vital service to the community, 
and it is worthy of support just to the extent that it renders 
service and that the public makes use of that service. 

As a means of contact between institution and public, the 
Publicity Department utilizes every available channel through 
which the public may be reached, including newspapers, maga- 
zines, bulletin boards, radio, show windows, the telephone, 
the mail, and other media, thus keeping those who are inter-

ested informed as to events on the Museum’s program, and 
arousing an interest in those who are indifferent to or 
unaware of the opportunities afforded. 

Never before has so much space been secured in printed 
publications as during the past year, and an increase of 90% 
has been made during the past three years. New opportunities 
have been opened up and connections maintained, not 
only throughout this country, but also abroad. A six page 
article on ““Le Musée de Cleveland,” with ten illustrations, 
appeared in L’4rt et Les Artistes of Paris, and considerable 
material has appeared in other illustrated periodicals abroad. 

The demand for copy, photographs, and half tone plates is 
continuous, coming from publications of various kinds. 

Such publicity as the Museum issues should not be confused 
with mere advertising. While its prime aim is to bring the 
Museum before the public, and to bring the public to the 
Museum, it is in itself educational. Practically all copy sent 
out is informative, Miss Gibson’s weekly articles on the 
editorial page of The Plain Dealer, for instance, being in reality 
tabloid lectures. Some articles are descriptive of the building, 
its collections and exhibitions; others are in the nature of art 
criticism, or are historical and interpretative. Thus the very 
means employed to promote the publicity program actually 
becomes a factor in the educational program. 
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DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 


RossiTErR Howarb, Curator 


This department has been increasingly occupied with individu- 
als rather than with audiences, working to increase the efficiency 
rather than the amount of its teaching. It has worked more 
than heretofore with small groups of high-intelligence children, 
with classes of children who habitually return to the Museum 
to draw, with older children who have begun serious study at 
the School of Art, with classes of teachers and groups of adults 
who come to study. The volume of the work has remained 
approximately the same, with slight increase at most points. 
There has, however, been a decrease in attendance at lectures 
because there are a number of new lecture centers in Cleve- 
land—to say nothing of the radio—with which we now share 
our audiences. The Museum has, in fact, put much energy 
into helping new centers such as The Education Extension 
Council, and it welcomes the competition of The Cleveland 
Museum of Natural History and The Cleveland College. 

The work with the Public Schools is not permitted to settle 
into a routine but is constantly reéxamined and readapted. 
The most important news of it is in regard to Miss Bloomberg’s 
experiment, of which the beginnings have been given in earlier 
reports. The conditions of the experiment, which deals with 
the comparative efficiency of several methods of Museum 
teaching, were laid down by Dr. Garry Myers of The School of 
Education; and the statistical data were carefully computed 
and studied by the Department of Research of The Cleveland 
Public Schools. The data show that the more the children 
investigate, rather than listen, the more they learn. A second 
indication is that a visit to the school by a Museum instructor, 
some days before the children come to the Museum, markedly 
increases the permanent value of the Museum visit. A third 
indication, somewhat technical but perhaps not less important, 
is that the most efficacious interval between schoolroom prep- 
aration and Museum visit varies according to the intelligence 
quotient of the child. 

The Museum work with the high-intelligence groups of the 
Public Schools was done experimentally by members of the 
Museum staff in the winter of 1926 and was taken over as an 
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integral part of the school work by the Board of Education 
teachers in the fall. 

Results are most readily seen in the Saturday classes, whether 
for members’ children or for the winners of places in the special 
free class. Drawing with zest and freedom, keeping at it 
month after month, year after year, turning to the fine things 
of the Museum for inspiration—children who grow up in the 
Museum with such pleasures show that they are susceptible 
to what they have been given. Six of them last spring ex- 
hibited pictures in the annual exhibition of the work of Cleve- 
land artists, and of these only two had gone so far as to become 
freshmen at the School of Art. The boys and girls who have 
graduated from the Museum classes at fourteen or fifteen 
years of age, are organized in the Graphic Club, numbering 
forty-two members. Most of these are now in the School of 
Art, a few in the evening classes of the John Huntington 
Institute. None is yet old enough to graduate from the School. 

The reproductions of drawings and prints furnished by the 
Cleveland Print Club, as reported a year ago, are lent to 
branch libraries of the Cleveland Public Library, where they 
continue to attract many children interested in drawing. Some 
of the most talented boys and girls have come to us from that 
source. At present ten branch libraries have five prints each. 
Four more libraries have asked for them, and the five ought to 
be multiplied and exchanged occasionally. One generous donor 
has given one hundred dollars toward the purchase of new 
prints, and much more could be used to advantage. 

As a result of this work there appeared the need in the 
branch libraries for art books selected to answer the require- 
ments of the new-found children. Mrs. Dunn carried the 
problem to the Public Library and worked with the librarians 
for several months (later with the codperation of the School of 
Art) in making a modern bibliography for children interested 
in art. The books are being provided by the Public Library for 
distribution to the branches, and the lists have been printed. 
It would be a great advantage if the Children’s Museum could 
obtain these books. 

The adult classes have much more than doubled, partly 
because of Mr. Martin’s classes for Museum members and 
partly because of the growing use of the Museum by classes 
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from the School of Art, The School of Architecture, the col- 
leges, and The School of Education. This is more effective 
than public lectures. The greater number of self-conducted 
classes shows that teachers are growing in their ability to use 
the Museum collections. 

The serious blow in the lecture courses was the resignation 
of Henry Turner Bailey as adviser to the department, and 
lecturer. Dr. Bailey found that his work as director of The 
Cleveland School of Art required all of his time, and at the 
request of his board of trustees he withdrew from his work at 
the Museum. He has always been a gracious colleague, sympa- 
thetic, and eager to help at every point. His courses have been 
largely attended. It was necessary in the fall to omit his usual 
weekly lectures to college freshmen. That omission has reduced 
the attendance figures some three thousand. This course was 
always an effectual opener of eyes, and its omission is regret- 
table. Its loss, fortunately, is not so serious to the community as 
it is to the Museum statistics because the majority of the students 
receive from Dr. Bailey a lecture course at the School of Art. 
But after every deduction from the loss, it still remains great. 

Dr. Bailey’s resignation does not imply any lessening of the 
common interests of the School and the Museum. The School 
grants its generous scholarships to Museum children, and the 
Museum finds the tuition for certain Art School students who 
were started by the Museum. The School sends its classes in- 
creasingly to the galleries, and the Museum provides working 
facilities for the classes, even opening the Museum for one Art 
School class on an evening when it is usually closed. 

A new course for students has been given by the Curator at 
The Cleveland Institute of Music; it gives a parallel of the 
history of art with that of music since the Middle Ages. 

Mr. Milliken, Mr. Sizer, and Mr. Frary have frequently 
lectured for this department. An isolated lecture given only 
once demands much time, and these lectures were soundly 
prepared and given with authority. Mr. Sizer gave a course on 
art appreciation in Adelbert College again in 1926; and Mr. 
Frary, a course in interior decoration for an evening class at 
the School of Art, reported here as a part of the educational 
work of the Museum though neither course was given by this 
department. 
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The Curator has met the request of the training depart- 
ment of Wm. Taylor Son & Company to codperate with them 
in developing among the retail sales force a sense of the art 
value in modern merchandise. The Curator has agreed to give, 
with the help of Miss Underhill, assistant curator in charge 
of textiles, a series of six talks illustrated by slides and by 
merchandise from the store. One of these has been given. 

There has been no great change in the classes for teachers. 
Miss Horton’s course in teaching art appreciation is given this 
year by The School of Education, partly at the School and 
partly at the Museum. The Curator’s course in art history is 
given under the auspices of The School of Education, mostly 
at the Museum. 

Mrs. Ruggles, in charge of the lending collections, was 
given a leave of absence to visit Europe. She spent three 
months abroad, chiefly in England; acquired some material for 
the lending collection; visited museums; and made special 
inquiries in regard to branch museums and the lending depart- 
ment of The Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Regular exhibits in libraries and schools having exhibit cases 
have been continued as usual. The number of these is controlled 
by the cases available. Several have been added this year; and 
now that the State Reformatory at Mansfield has offered to 
make a case after Museum specifications for fifty dollars (for 
any tax-supported institution in Ohio), more schools will be able 
to buy cases. Several are now considering ways and means. 

The lending of material for classroom use has grown con- 
siderably and indicates this as a field in which we can be 
most useful. Somewhat experimentally, objects, in addition 
to regularly mounted material, have been lent—with excellent 
results. Teachers are very appreciative and handle material 
with such care that no damage has been sustained. The total 
number of objects so lent is 647. Exhibits are now sent 
monthly to the Hudson Museum, forty miles from Cleveland. 

It might seem that the circulating of some fifty exhibits a 
month would take little time, but exactly the same exhibits 
are not always used. In endeavoring to make the material 
“go around” and to meet definite requests, new groupings are 
made, or material is used from a different point of view, and 
these changes necessitate new labels. 
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Miss Gibson has had leave from the department since 
September first in order to do some work of her own, but she 
has continued her weekly Museum articles on the editorial 
page of The Plain Dealer and her Sunday stories and has 
frequently been of further help to the department. 

Two books have been written during the year by members 
of the department: one, “The Golden Bird,” a collection of 
stories for children, by Miss Gibson, will be published by 
the Macmillan Company in the fall; the other, while in the 
hands of the publishers, is not yet ready to be announced. 

The work of the staff has been eager and devoted, in spite 
of a terrific year with almost no sunshine. The weather fre- 
quently made great inroads on classes and audiences, and 
several times cut up the staff with sickness. There was hardly 
one who was not out at times for weeks on end. If the volume 
of work appears by the attendance total to be less than a year 
ago, the number of teaching hours has increased fifteen per 
cent, and the character of it has steadily improved.

DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 


Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 


The work of 1926 began with three special exhibitions in the 
first month of the year. These were followed by thirteen others, 
and the memorial exhibitions for J. H. Wade and Ralph King. 
The Museum has had charge of the Traveling Exhibition of 
Water Colors and Pastels by Cleveland Artists, which was on 
circuit the greater part of the year, and of the two sets of 
Hungarian prints which have been out on different itineraries 
for nearly two years. The paintings for the 122nd Annual 
Exhibition at the Pennsylvania Academy also came to the 
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Museum, to be passed upon by the jury and later shipped to 
Philadelphia. 

These traveling exhibitions, more than any other type of 
Museum work, show how very dependent we are upon other 
museums or lenders for the ease or difficulty with which 
exhibitions are handled. This was well illustrated by paintings 
from the International Exhibition at Carnegie Institute, which 
came to us in several shipments, each one accompanied by a 
carefully arranged box list giving both titles and condition of 
paintings, which greatly facilitated the checking and registra- 
tion. Another well arranged exhibition was the Fifty Prints 
of the Year, circulated by the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts. These prints were so perfectly arranged and labeled 
that they were registered in half the time often required by the 
average exhibition, which may have no list or one which is 
inaccurate. 

Our 1926 records show more items received for the Eighth 
Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen than ever before, a greater number of accessions 
acquired in June than in any other month of the year, also a 
marked increase in loans over 1925, and a decrease in the 
number of gifts and purchases, although many of the ac- 
cessions of this year are of exceptional quality and value. 

Over $664,000 insurance coverage was written by this depart- 
ment, the greater amount being for special exhibitions. 

There were 5,883 items handled during the year, distributed 
as follows:

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THE LIBRARY 


NE t G. Sixt, Librarian 


It is impossible to enumerate or even to indicate the constant 
accessions to the Library which, year by year, have made it 
possible to do more effective work for the staff and the com- 
munity. 

It is pleasant to recall how many important works have been 
acquired in the ten years since the Library first opened its 
doors in the present building, works which include very neces- 
sary books of reference and sets of periodicals as well as separate 
publications of first importance in the particular fields of 
art of which they treat. Many of these accessions have come 
as gifts, the donors realizing that here in the Library there are 
better facilities for caring for their treasured volumes than in 
their own homes, and that the books will come into greater 
usefulness by being shared with others. 

The purchases of books have been made generally for very 
definite needs, from book funds up to the present time entirely 
inadequate to meet all needs completely. 

Passing over the many volumes on our shelves that claim 
our interest, we shall mention but a few of the periodical sets 
that the Library possesses complete to date: International 
Studio, American Fournal of Archaeology, Burlington Magazine, 
Connoisseur, Gazette des Beaux-Arts, Revue de 1 Art, Printing 
Art, Fahrbuch der Koniglich Preussischen Kunstsammlungen, 
Publications of the New Palaeographical Society and the 
Walpole Society, Hamerton’s Portfolio, Monuments et Memoires 
Fondation Eugéne Piot. 

The question of shelving has become a matter for serious 
consideration as all available space is now in use. One large 
case for folios was installed this year and several stacks for 
storage of bound periodicals. 

The lantern slides are still taken care of in the Library; but 
their constantly increasing use, with the consequent annoyance 
to readers in the room, must bring about some different arrange- 
ment in the near future. There were 1,737 slides added to the 
collection this year; there is a circulation of 26,604, an increase 
of 32% over last year. A generous gift of five hundred dollars 
was received from a friend of the Museum to be used in 
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purchasing slides illustrating the history of architecture and 
of ancient sculpture; and Mrs. Ralph King gave to the Library 
a collection of 58 slides on costume, many of them in color. 

The accessions to the photograph collection have given im- 
portance to Italian painting, ivories, and classical sculpture. 
The Arndt-Bruckmann, “Griechische und Rémische Portrats,”’ 
was purchased early in the year and later 1,000 photographs 
of classical sculpture in Roman museums. Graeven’s “Elfenbein- 
werke” in English and Italian collections was mounted for 
reference; and in portfolio form, there were added the plates of 
Goldschmidt’s “Elfenbeinskulpturen,”’ volumes two and four, 
which were necessary to complete the set. 

The reference work has maintained its usual varied aspect, 
requests for information or suggestion being taken care of to 
the extent of the Library resources, with the help of the Public 
Library and the University Libraries. The aim has constantly 
been kept in mind of extending knowledge of the material and 
of the service available in the Library and thus broadening its 
usefulness to the community.

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DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY AND PRINTING 
E. A. Rucctes, In Charge 


The Department of Photography has continued its usual work 
of making photographs for sale, for publicity, for Bulletin 
illustration, for special articles in home and foreign magazines 
by the curators, and for many other uses. At the end of the 
year the stock of photographs of all kinds on hand, for sale, 
was more than fifteen thousand. The sales during the year 
have not materially increased. The use of photographs for 
other purposes has increased very much. This is particularly 
true of lantern slides, partly because of frequent orders from The 
Cleveland School of Art and other educational institutions. 
The photographic work in connection with the Registrar’s de- 
partment was brought up to date and kept so to the end of the 
year. No expenditures were made for new equipment. During 
the last few months plans were drawn for a much needed re- 
arrangement of the workshop and this work is expected to go 
ahead early in 1927. 

While visiting another museum printshop some time ago, 
I was told by the printer that for the first time in ten years his 
work was up to date. That also very accurately describes the 
work of our printshop at the end of this year; nothing but cur- 
rent work on hand. This condition is due to the employment 
of a printer to do nothing but label work, which was completed 
about the first of June. Less than fifty dollars was spent for 
new equipment. With the changes in the photography work- 
shop there will also be some that will be of benefit to the 
printing department. 

Toward the end of the year it has seemed that the demands 
made on both the departments of photography and of printing 
have been more for speed than for quality. Rather than try to 
compete with the newspapers on speed, I think we should aim 
to equal the work of men like Frederick H. Evans and Horace 
Carr. In the end it will bring greater credit to the Museum. 


DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 
The Superintendent herewith presents the annual report of 
the Department of Buildings and Grounds for the year ending 
December 31, 1926, this month bringing to a close ten years of 
active operation. 
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Through nine years of continuous service, our heating, 
ventilating, and conditioning systems have proved very satis- 
factory, the only repair necessary being the new governor in- 
stalled on the Johnson Air Compressor. During the year six 
hundred tons of coal were consumed at a cost of $4,183.51. 
The force in this section of the department consists of an 
engineer, an assistant engineer, and three firemen, the latter 
employed only during the heating season. 

Because the illuminating of the South Galleries has not been 
wholly satisfactory, the Director advised that we consult 
Ward Harrison, head of the Department of Illuminating 
Engineering at Nela Park, who, after a series of experiments, 
reported that the mirrored reflectors had suffered a decided 
deterioration during their ten years of service. He superin- 
tended the installation in Gallery VI of a new trial lighting 
system consisting of four high wattage Mazda daylight lamps 
equipped with prismatic glass reflectors. Some of the ad- 
vantages of this system over that in use in the other galleries 
are (a) that four lamps and four reflectors replace forty lamps 
and forty reflectors (4) that the method of construction is such 
that each reflector can be given an exact, independent adjust- 
ment and rigidly locked in position (c) that the cleaning of 
both apparatus and skylights is made easier. Provision has 
been made for the installation of new lighting units as recom- 
mended by Mr. Harrison, over the other top-lighted galleries. 

The total cost of operating the heating, lighting, and venti- 
lating section of the department was $18,416.36. 

During the year the structural iron work over Galleries 
XII and XIV was painted; the opaque glass in the windows of 
the cashier’s office was replaced by clear glass; all marble 
curbs in the terraces were reset; all joints in the sidewalk were 
pointed; two lawn drains were installed to prevent the possi- 
bility of accidents from the freezing on the sidewalks of the 
overflow from melting snow on the lawns. The condition of 
the grounds remained practically unchanged. 

The most important pieces of work done by the repair 
section of the department were the mending of the Roman 
fountain basin and the removal of encrustations from the head 
of Aphrodite, in the Wade Collection, and from a marble 
torso of Venus. 
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DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


There were 166 finished shop orders, aggregating $3,834.55. 
Perhaps the most important were (a) the building of five raising 
cases for the Art Institute of Chicago (4) making sixty small 
and two large print frames for the Art Department of Yale 
University (c) the construction of twenty-one lace boxes and 
one textile cabinet for the Textile Department. 

This department has handled 1,613 shipments, of which 335 
were outgoing. The necessary men were supplied to install 
and dismantle twenty-three exhibitions, and to rearrange the 
various galleries. The department also furnished men to assist 
at 67 recitals and 115 lectures. 

The lunch room, in operation since the opening of the 
Museum, has served not only the Staff and visitors to the 
Museum but many clubs as well with luncheon or afternoon 
tea. During the year, 16,687 patrons have been served, nearly 
goo more than in the previous year. 

The Museum was opened for six receptions during 1926, 
among them the private view and reception at the opening of 
the Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen Exhibition on May 3, 
and the private view and reception at the opening of the 
Contemporary American Painting Exhibition on June Io. 

The total cost of operating the Buildings and Grounds De- 
partment for the year of 1926 amounted to $63,816.45, or 
$1,653.03 more than the operating cost for 1925.

I enclose herewith my report as Treasurer for the fiscal and calendar year 
ending December 31, 1926, which is in the form of four statements or schedules 
as follows: 


Schedule A. Statement of Assets and Liabilities. 
Schedule B. Statement of Operating Expense and Income. 


Schedule C. Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— 
Endowment and other Restricted Funds. 


Schedule D. Combined Statement of all Trust and Endowment 
Funds with purpose for which income is available. 


The successful efforts at economical administration, and the generous addi- 
tional grant of $10,000 from The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust, 
permit a much more promising statement of operating expenses and income 
(Schedule B) than seemed possible a year ago. This permits the return to 
Profit and Loss account of $2,007.46 out of the $2,902.54 withdrawn last year 
to make up the deficit. 


This should not blind us to the fact that we are operating on a far too nar- 
row margin for safety. I again urge upon the Board, as I have done for the 
past two years, that serious efforts should be made to provide additional en- 
dowment or other sources of fixed income available for operating expenses, 
which will assure the necessary income to cover the natural growth of the 
Museum.
